Tneſday the 21. we ſer ſayle from King-roade, neare 
Briftoll, tor Ireland, having with us for our Convoy,the 
200d Ship called'the Fellowſhip of Briſfall, 'aman of 
warre, Tucſday night, and Wedneſday all day,we kept 

>mpany together at Sea. Wedneſd1y night the inde 
being contrary, ere Thurſday. morning our Ship and 
Convoy were ſeparated. 

Thurſday about noone we defcried land,,and in the 
cvening we arrived before the Fort of Duncannen,in the

Firſt, in regard tle day was almoſt ſpent 3 and ſecond 
ly, for that the-Enemic was diſcovered drawing to a 
place of ambuſh , that was betweene our men and the 
Fort 3 but ſome of our men rematning betinde in the 
Fort, perceiving their drift, prevented their comming; 
and preſently ſome 50. Musketiers were commanded 
to-march thither , and make good the ſaine againſt rhe 
Enemie, untill our men ſhould come off, which was 
done accordingly 3 the Enemie not daring to approach 
any further, but were forced to retreat with ſhame, 
Sunday night, his Lordſhip, my ſelfe, and Captain 
Welgon reſolved together withthe Captain of the Man 
of War, that on uhigare morning. by the break of

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| tended out battery againſtthe Caſtleof Balybucke, be. 
ing the onely convenient place of Reridevousand Ga- 
riſon for all the rebellious Crue, that befiege the Fort 
of Dancannon,; our Ship lay before it molt partof the 
day, ſending many ſhots to tke Caſtle, but conld make 
no breach therein, then I commanded ſome 20. Mul- 
quetiestogoon ſhore, and ſet fire on one ſide of the, 
Town, whichthey did landingat one endthereof, where 
they ſet a fire one houſe, thinking the reſt of the houſes 
on that row would havetaken fire by degrees. All this 
while the Rebels from the Caſtle played upon our men 
with their ſmall ſhot, very thicke 3 our men retreated 
into the Boates, and came aboard agaife all fate, onely 
one man at the firſt landing was ſhot through the 
ſhoulder. we 

But finding the fire not totake effeft, I commanded 

the Boates wen forth againe, and to land onr 
men on the other fide of the Towne, and ſet that oh 
fire : Our men being landed, marched up very bold! 
tothe Towne, in deſpight ofthe Caſtle , (which fti 
playcd upon our men with their ſmall ſhot): and fired 
the moſt part of the Town, and came off bravely, onely 
one other man (one of the Ships company) received 
a ſhot into his belly , but none of our men mortally 
wounded, LR
